Bishop's College School ions founded in 1836-37 by The Reu. Lucius 
Doolittle under the Educafion Act of J 82 7 whereby the Government of 
Canada granted the School d£ 1 00 per annum to help meet the strict 
standards for "Superior Schools". The criteria being thai the School must 
prepare students for Unfuersity. 

An Act of Incorporation passed in 1879 created the Bishop's College 
School Association. This body, headed by the Bishop of Quebec became the 
first Board of Directors. The same year also saw the annual fees rise by $20. 
to $240.! 

Meanwhile, a few miles away The Reo. Joseph Dinzey founded Compton 
Ladies College, which in 1 902 to honour the coronation of King Edward 
VII became Kings Hall. 1 89 1 saw the creation of the Old Boys and an active 
and ongoing program of support for B.C.S. began. 

Seuen years short of its centennial Kings Hall closed its doors and the girls 
moued to B.C.S, The co-ed school receiued its letters patent under the 
Companies Act of the Province of Quebec in 1 973 and Association B.C.S.- 
B.C-S. Association became the gouerning body. 

Within the Association the areas of responsibility are as follows. 
The Board of Directors of B.C.S. Association establishes policy and con- 
siders ail matters pertaining to the operation and continuation of the 
School. 

The Headmaster as Chief Executive Officer carries out the policy. Eueryone 
employed by or attending the School is responsible to him. 
The Development Office which includes the Ahimnifas) Association con- 
ceives and carries out ail projects to increase the awareness of the 
Alumnifae) and the public of B.C.S.. Most importantly it raises funds for 
scholarship and the deuelopment and completion of new projects. 
The B.C.S. Foundation is the legal guardian of endowment funds and 
donations. It works with the Deuelopment Office to raise funds which are 
then used for the benefit of the School. 

This short and rather dry summary will I hope clarify the various elements 
that have led to todays make-up of the School. As you well know, B.C.S. 
and K.H.C are good' examples of how dedication to high standards and 
human values have kept us in the forefront of education in Canada.
